HOW THE MERCURY CLIMBED TO THE TOP 


Reports from All the Cities—Charleston 
West Virginia, Reports 107 Degrees. 
Weather Indications for Today. 


Washington, June 2.—The hot wave which 
has hovered over the eastern and middle 
sections of the United States during the 
past few days has been a record-breaker, 
and the officials of the Weather bureau are 
unable at the present time to predict any 
relief. There is an area of high pressure 
that is central over Tennessee, which has 
caused the present excessive heat to be so 
intensely felt. This high pressure, which has 
persistently hovered over Tennessee, 15 
known as the “permanent high,’ and has 
been contributed to very besseaiy by south- 
erly winds. During the past twenty-four 
hours in western Pennsylvania and Mary- 
land the temperature has not been quite so 
hich, a falling off of from 2 to 6 degrees in 
the lcm sections of those states having 
been noted. 

The following are some of the maximum 
temperatures reached: $94 at New York; % at 
Harrisburg; % at Philadelphia; M4 at Pitts- 
burg; 9% at Baltimore, and % ai Washing- 
ton. At Philadelphia the record has been 
broken by 2 At Washirgton the 
‘ thermometer as even higher than 9 
at this time of the as in June, 15874, 
when the temperature rose to 102—6 degrees 
Warmer than it was today. In New York 
city it was 3 degrees hotter today than on 
any 2nd of June in the past decale. 

The southern cities east of the Mississippi 
river have been feeling the effects of the 
hot wave to a great degree.

Seventeen Deaths in Philadetphia. 

Philadelphia, Pa., June 2.—The tropical 
heat that has prevailéd since Thursday has 
reaped a terrible harvest of death in Phil- 
adelphia. The prostrations from the heat 
mumber several scores'and on Friday there 
were two deaths, three yesterday and the 
climax was rached teday when seventeen 
persons died from heat prostration, 

The thermometer today in the weather 
bureau office at its maximum at 2 o’clock 
registered 95 degrees, two lower than yese- 
terday’s maximum. The lowest point touch- 
ed by the thermometer today was at 6:30 
o'clock this morning, when it stood at 79 
decrees. From that time on until 2 o'clock 
the mercury went booming upward until it 
reached the gasping thou- 
sands compelled to breathe the superheated 
air from the bricks of the houses and the 
scorching asphalt of the streets, the differ- 
ence of two dégrees in the mercury from 
yesterday was not noticeable and the sut- 
fering among the residents of Philadelphia 
was as great as it has been on-any day ot 
the prevailing hot spell. 

Fortunately the day was Sunday and the 
workers in the mills and factories were 
able to rest and seek what coolness they. 
could. But for this the mortality Would 
undoubtedly have been much higher than 
it was. 

Besides the seventeen there were a score 
of prostrations reported by the police and 
how many more there were in the house- 
holds of many families they alone know. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock a thunder shower 
cooled the air and ‘the thermometer fell 12 
degrees in an hour. At 8 o'clock tonignt 
the thermometer was at 81 degrees. Reports 
received from points throughout eastern 
Pennsylvania show that the heat in that 
section was as great as in Philadelphia, 
although not so deadly in its effects. Little 
prospect of relief is held out by the weath- 
er bureau and another dreadful day of sul- 
fering seems in store for Philadelphians to- 
morrow.

Charleston, W. Va, June 2.—The ther- 
mometer registered 105 degrees today—the 
hottest this year. 

Prostrations at Cleveland. 

Cleveland, O., June 2.—The official ther- 
mometer at the weather office marked 9% 
degrees today, but street instruments were 
“as high as 100. 1t was the hottest day ior 
geveral vears. Not a breath of air was 
stirring and the heat was simply sickening. 
No fatalities are reported, although pros- 
trations of a more or lI¢css serious charac- 
ter were numerous, The beach resorts 
were crowded. 

Scorching at Chicago. 

Chicago, June 2.—The hot weather in 
Chicago continues and is causing much 
weapon The weather bureau reported

People overcome’ by heat on the streets 
today were vevived in near-by drug stores 
and only one casé-so far learned ,was seri- 
cus enough to send to the hospital. 

In the Nineties in Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, O., June 2.—Although the heat 
was terrific today, not a case of sunstrckKe 
had been reported up to S o'clock tonight. 
At noon tne mercury registered 96; at 6 
p. ™m. &%: at 8 p. m. &. A light breeze 
sprung up after sundown. 

Ninety-Five at Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, Pa., June 2.—The hot spcll 
still continues in this vicinity. Today the 
thermometer registered % degrees and to- 
night is pegged at 9). As far as is known 
there were no serious prostrations from 
heat today. 

A Breeze in Kansus City. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 2.--The weather 
here today was intensely hot, although a 
Strong wind blew from the southeast. The 
oficial thermometer registered 86, but street 
instruments ran up to the 100 mark. No 
prostrations were reported. The. village of 
Rilri, Kas., on the Rock Island road, twen- 
ty miles west of Manhattan, was visited by 
a storm of a cyelonic character this after- 
noon, Two houses were blown down, but 
no lives were lost. 

Detroit's Hottest Day. 

Detroit, Mich., June 2.—Detroit today ex- 
perienced the hovtest weather of the 
present heated term. estas at 80 at 3 
o'clock this morning, the mé reury rose 
steadily until it reached 95 at 5 o’clock 
this afternoun. The weather office at 10 
ociock reported that the mercury had 
fallen to ww. Thermometers in the streets 
registered much higher than the weather 
Cffice igures, but no prostrations from the 
intense heat were reported. 

Fifteen Prostrated in Baltimore. 

Raltimore, June 2.—The mercury again 
hovered above the nineties today, 99 
being the highest recorded at the obser- 
Ver’s office on the top floor of Johns Hop- 
kins university building. In other parts of 
the city the readings reported wére as high 
as 102. There was but little breéze to tem- 
per the intense heat of the sun’s rays. Fif- 
teen prostrations were reported,two cases re- 
Sulting fatally. John Pierce, Sixty years 
old, a farmer, and Daniel Bates, aged forty, 
a colored stevedore, suce umbed to the tor- 
rid heat and died shortly after arriving at 
the hospital. 

A Drop in Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, Wis., June 2.—A sudden fall 
of temperature was experienced in this city 
tonight, the thermometer dropping 20 de- 
grees in a few hours. The heat was intense 
during the day, 91 degrees being registered 
at 1 o’clock. : 

In New York. 

New York, June 2.-The hot wave edged 
off oceanward a trifle today and the mer- 
eury, while striving mightii¥, failed to quite 
reach the record of Saturday. The cumu- 
lative effect of days of intense heat upon 
walks and buildings, however, made the 
city atmosphere intensely trying. While 
the number of prostrations from the heat 
Was not aS great as on days when persons 
are engaged in active occupations, many 
succumbed, and the hospitals and ambu- 
lance surgeons had plenty to do.

And Will Go to Anhev lite for Recuper- 
ation, 

Washington, June 2.—Much concern is ex- 
pressed by the friends of Minister Ransom, 
who is on his way home from Mexico on 
sick leave. The minister wags taken ill 
while en route to his new post of duty, and 
has not been able at any time since reach- 
ing there to transact the business of. the 
legation. He went, under advice of the ofti- 
cia!ls of the department here, to the hot 
springs at Monterey, but has evidently re- 
ceived no substantial benefit from the 
treatment of the waters there, Upon the 
statement of his physician that five 
or six weeks’ stay in his native country 
would probably result in his complete res- 
toration.to health, the department of state 
granted him sixty days’ leave of absence. 
Minister Ransom will go direct to Ashe- 
ville, in the western part of North Carolina, 
where it is hoped the bracing mountain air 
and generally salubrious climate wtll unite 
in the realization of the physician's expec- 
tation. Mr. Ransom was ill and quite fee- 
ble last winter, and it was hoped that his 
trip to Mexico would result in-a speedy im- 
provement of his coriditior.

BEAT HER INTO INSENSIBILITY, 


Carried Her a Mile and Threw Her

fiendish crime of a man named Seerby, liv- 
irig necr Bristol, Elkhart ccunty, have just 
come to light. A. seven-year-old girl, the 
orphan daughter of: Seerby’s sister, came 
to live with Seerby, and his wife.

night recently- the child was assaulted by 
Seerby and after being beaten into insen- 
sibility, was carried a mile north and 
tLrown into a deep Ccitch. During the night 
the child regained cumsciousness and 
crawled to the home of a farmer named 
Wheat, Medical assistance was summoned 
and an examination disclosed the fact 
that the girl’s body had been frightfully 
bruised and cut. There is little hope of 
the child's recovery. The feelizg’ in the 
community és very bitter and mow violence 
is feared. 


IT WAS A TERRIFIC GALE 


That Cansed the Wreck of the Co- 
lima. 

San Francisco, Cal., June 2.—Captain H. 
L. Read, the well-known marine surveyor 
Ol this city, in a dispatch from Mazatlan, 
ives some additional particulars of the 
Colima wreck, obtained from Third Officer 
Hansen, who escaped on the deckhouse, 
and A. J. Sutherland, who clung to the 
Seats of an overturned lifeboat. 

The heaviest squall of all those ‘experi- 
enced came after the steamer had found- 
ered and while passengers and crew were 
Struggling in the water. The force of the 
Zale at this time was dreadful. Many were 
Washed from the wreckage to which they 
clung. Same were killed or rendered un- 
Conscious by being struck by the timbers 
Which were dashed about with resistless 
fury. Rafts and boats were overturned. 
Had it not been for this squall, many more 
undoubtedly would have been saved. 

_ The gale drove rafts and wreckage before 
it with great rapidity. Mr. Hansen saw a 
raft at 6:30 o’clock p. m. on the day of the 
disaster. On it were three men. They drift- 
ed very fast, and were soon lost to view. 
He also saw a raft on which were Mr. 
Chilberg and six others. These men had 
two oars, and seemed to be making for the 
Shore.. Mr. Hansen also saw a boat in 
Which were First Officer Griffiths and four 
or live men. When last seen this boat was 
trying to pick up the purser, but it was not 
Seen again, and is suppnsed to have been 

Swamped in the heavy sea. 

Every one of ‘the survivors,-.except 
Sutherland, is badly bruised by being struck 
by the wreckage. He was protected by be- 
ing under the lifeboat after it had overturn- 
ed tive times with him. He says he saw 
two ladies alive and then he saw them 
drown without being able to render them 
any assistance. Sutherland and Hansen 
Say the wind would catch up planks :nd 
lumber from the deck load, hurl them in 
the air with furious force and dash them 
down upon those in tne water. 

It is reported that just as the steamer 
Went down, Captain Taylor was washed 
from the bridge into the sea, and that 
then he Wes struck by a piece of wreck- 
age and killed, .or so stunned that he was 
unable td make further effort to save him- 
Fecif. He had attempted to heave to under 
he slow bell but could mot get the vessel's 
head up to sea. Then he tried going ahead 
At tull speed two or three times, but the 
wind threw her off and she fell into the 
trough of the sea; Some of the survivors 
Say the engines could not drive the steamer 
into the teeth of the gale or else they were 
disabled. Sutherland and Hansen both tell 
harrowing stories of the misery .they wit- 
nessed while keeping themseives afloat. 
Many of the bodies which floated past thim 
were entirely nude, 

Hither the clothing had been torn off by 
the fury of the wind and waves,.or the 
victims had been too ill. of too terror- 
‘stricken’ ‘to’ eave thet beds untit-thelast 
and then rushed upon the déck clad only in 
their chamber robes. Apparently the chil- 
dren were all drowned in the cabins. 

It was the 129th trip of the Colima. She 
had on board $160,000 of treasure shipped 
to Mazatlan from the house of Melciers, 
Kchegueven & Co. It {fs insured in Lon- 
don and Germany. Until the depth of the 
water in which the steamer went down was 
positively known, two diving plants and two 
steamers belonging to Hidalgo & Co. and 
the Cornego Company, of La Paz, were 
kept waiting to attempt the recovery of 
this treasure. I have myself been heid 
here waiting for full particulars before act- 
ing further 

According to the passenger list when the 
steamer left Mazatlan there were thirty- 
seven cabin and eighty-four steerage pass- 
engers from San I‘rancisco, five from Ma- 
zatlan and a crew of eighty, making a to- 
tal of 206 souls on board. Other passen- 
gers may have been taken on at San. Blas 
and Manzanillo and some may have left 
the steamer, so the exact number on the 
Ship when she founder re ed is not known here. 


WITH KNIFE AND PISTOL 


Two Former Partners Fatally Wound 
Each Other.

A. Carréro, proprietors of the leading res- 
taurant of the town, lie at their homes ta- 
tally wounded as the result of a street duel. 
The two men quarreled recently and dis- 
solved partnership. Yesterday they met and 
renewed the _ trouble. Serce secured an 
oyster knife, while Carrero was armed with 
a pistol. After a desperate encounter, last- 
ing several minutes, 
feet of each. other, Carrero unconscious 
from the toss of blood from seven gaping 
wounds. Serce’s body was pierced by two 
bullets,

President Tang ze Has a Hundred Thou. 
sand Braves. 


London, June 2.—The Times will tomor- 
row publish a dispatch from Hong Kong 
saying that the republic of Formosa is un- 
popular. The establishment of a republic 
is merely an official movement and has no 
connection with the agitation in southern 
China. President Tang has 100,000 Swatow, 
Hunan and Canton ‘braves, armed with 
Mauser, Lee and Pealbody rifles and Win- 
chester carbines and with plenty of am- 
munition. The British gunboat Redbreast 
and the German gunboat Itlis are inside 
Tamsui harbor protecting foreigners. The 
foreigners do not expect that the Chinese 
will defend the splendid forts.

Emperor William Will Not Go Aboard 
Any French Sbips While There. 
Other Foreign News. 


June 2.—With a view of ascer- 
truthful side of the reports 
that a ministerial crisis was probable and 
cnly delayed until after the close of the 
Kiel canal fetes, the Berlin representative 
of. the United Press sought ard obtained 
ar interview last evening with Dr. Miquel, 
Prussian minister of finance, who is un- 
doubtedly the best infermed man in the 
government, still retaining, as he does, 
the completé confidence of the emperor and 
the friendship of his colleagues. The re- 
porter 
put at his The first question asked 
the minister was what was coming next; 
was it dissolution or a new anti-option Dill, 
28 announced by Herr von Koeller, Prus- 
sian minister for the interior? 

Dr. Miquel, who is an eminently cautious 
man, made a few turns of the room in 
silence and then, coming to a halt, said: 
“Dissolve the reichstag? Nonsense. A. 
new reichstag would not be composed of 
a materially different mixture of -parties, 
and besides the ccnstruction of a platform 
would be neccessary upon wrich the gov- 
ernment cculd go before the electorate 
with any chances of succcss. The federal 
gcvernment won't engage in any such pre- 
carious venture. Moreover, when the reich- 
stag resum?s its sittings, the members will 
find a number of bills awaiting their dis- 
pcsition, with every chance of treir accept- 
of the measures. Among them are 
bourse reform and trading licenses 
measures for the suppression of ille- 
cal trading and competition, reforming the 
insurance laws and other practical pro- 
posals. Those together with the budget 
will abundantly and usefully employ 
time of the house until the Easter recess 
in 1895 without any prospect of friction be- 
tween the government and the reichstag.” 

Dr. Miquel emphatically denied the truth 
of the report that it was prob- 
able that an anti-socialist or anti-revo- 
lution bill would be again introduced and 
expressed himself also as quite sure that 
the bundesrath would not give its sanction 
to even a modified form of the defunct 
bill. All the federal governments, he de- 
clarea, were strongly desirous that nothing 
should be done to hinder the reichstag 
from pursuing peaceful legislative work 
tending to improve the condition of the 
masses. 

The confident tone in which the finance 
minister spoke indicated his firm belief 
that no important change in the ministry 
was within sight. 

Will Not Visit Foreign Ships.

Criticised Prince Ferdinand. 

“rince Ferdinand of Bulgaria suddenly 
took his departure from Paris Thursday 
evening and returned directly. to Sofia 
without stopping at Vienna. The German 
and Austrian papers have been very severe 
in their comments wnoon Prince — Ferdi- 
nand’s conduct, especially in regard to 
the treatment he has permitted ex-Premier 
Stambuloff to be sutbjected to. These jour- 
na.s are unanimous in declaring that Ferdie- 
nand ig always conveniently absent from 
his capital when there is any vile plotting 
on foot and these strictures may have had 
the effect of hastening the prince’s return 
to Bulgaria. M. Stambuloff has a body- 
guard of friends in his house, all of whom 
are armed. These friends keep ‘a constant 
watch night and day against surpr:ses and 
it is no secret that they are resolved to 
fight to the death in defense of the ex- 
premier should such action become neces- 
Bary. 

Reliable advices from St. Petersburg say 
that the czar has declined to see M. Zane 
koff, who was sent to the Russian capital 
by Prince Ferdinand with instructions to 
humbly ‘beseech the ezar to define the con. 
ditions upon which a reconciliation between 
Russia and Bulgaria could be effected. M. 
Zankoff was not permitted to act insany 
Official capacity and was compelled to 
leave St. Petersburg on his return to 
Sofia without having achieved any other 
result than getting snubbed. 

The federal governments, 
of the Kingdom of Wurtemberg, 
have given their assent to the proposals 
submitted by Chancellor Hohenlohe for 
the purpose of arranging a basis for @ 
monetary conference. 

A telegram received from Stuttgart to- 
day says the Wurtemberg governmen: will 
absolutely adhere to the gold standard and 
will refuse in the Dbundesrath to make any 
concession. whatever to bimerallism. The 
Wuourtemberg government holds that the 
proposed monetary conference must of 
necessity be futile.

The Czarowitz Worse. 

Profesaor Layden, the famous specialist, 
who attended the late Czar Alexander IIl 
at Livadia, has been summoned to the 
Caucasus by the dowager czarina to at- 
tend the ezarowitz, the Grand Duke 
George,’ whose condition has \become very 
much worse. Professor Leyden will start 
for the Caucasus on Wednesday next.

Incidents in the Life of Walter Q. 
Gresham. 


Among the many interesting stories told 
of Judge Gresham illustrating his charac 
ter are the following: 

Once, while on the district court bench 
in Indiana, Judge Gresham told a young 
man, convicted of 2 crime, and about to be 
sent to the penitentiary, that he might go 
tome for three days to say goodby to his 
father, who was in his last illness. The 
young. man was allowed to 89 without a 
guard on his promise to return to be sent 
to the penitentiary. This turned out to 
have its comical side, At the end of the 
three days the young man returned to 
Judge Gresham, somewhat flurried, and in- 
Gignant. He had not understoed the judge 
and instead of coming straight back from 
his father’s house he had gone straight to 
the penitentiary. The warden had refused 
to admit him. He had no commitment pa- 
pere with him or anything” else which in- 
dicated his rights to. become ab inmate 
of the prison and the warden chose to 
look upon him as an imposter, The young 
mai had returned to report the miscon- 
duct of the warden in refaoing to admit 
bim. He was turued over 10 the marshal, 
who. with the proper papers, escorted him 
to the penitentiary, where he was promptly 
wdmitted. | 

On another occasion, when a Grand Army 
man, whom Judge Gresham knew, Was 
found guilty before his court of robbing 
the mail, Judge Gresham told him he 
might go home and spend the night with 
his family.

INCENDIARISM IN COLUMBUS. 


The Same House Fired Twice in Twen- 
ty-Four Hours. 

Columbus, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—Two 
very mysterious fires occurred yesterday 
and this morning in the lower part of the 
city. At an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing the house occupied by Anna Sparks, 
a cQlored woman, was discovered on fire. 
The department was quickly summoned 
and extinguished the flames before any 
damage of consequence was done. 

This morning, about 4 o’clock. the same 
house was set on fire. As yesterday the 
department was called out, but before 
their arrival the building was entirely en- 
veloped in flames. The fire had gained 
Such headway that two adjoining houses 
were almost consumed before it was got 
under control. 

The fire was evidently of incendiary ori- 
gin and it is believed that the Sparks wo- 
man’s:house was thoroughly saturated in 
oil this morning before the torch was 
applied.

The ioss amounts 
to about $500; fully covered by insurance.

Mr. Calverley is twenty-five years of age, 
but as his hair is slightly shot with gray 
he looks a trifle older. Hie is a handsome 
young feilow, and the eastern and Cana- 
dian press is unanimous im speaking not 
only of his excellent appearance on his 
high wire, but also in praise of the excep- 
tionally clever character of his exhibitions, 
those at night by calcium lights being 
pronounced especially grand. He is the 
only man who has ever crossed Niagara 
in the dark, and to a Constitution reporter 
last evening who saw Calverley and his 
manager, Colonel E. S. Jackson, at their 
hotel he told a thrilling story of his experi- 
ence while making this hazardous journey. 
Whilst in the afternoon of the 4th of July 
last he ran across his wire in two minutes 
and thirty seconds, the quickest time by 
several minutes the journey had ever been 
made in, at night it took him over half an 
hour to cross. There were no lights what- 
ever, the wind was blowin, half a gale, 
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convinced that the young Canadian had 
not fallen into the boiling surge below 
when, by the light of a roman candle which 
he lighted, Calverley was seen hanging by 
one foot in the center of-the wire. 

Calverley savs that the reason he decided 
to cross Niagara at night was because the 
only other man who had ever attempted 
the feat fell and was dashed to pieces on 
the rocks below.

A MOOT COURT. 


Trial by the Law Students at the 
“University of Georgia. 


JUDGE COBB ACTED AS THE JURY 


Able Arguments and an Explicit Charge, 
but the Jury Failed To Bringin a Ver- 
dict, and It Was a Mistrial. 


Athens, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—Moot 
courts are always full of fun as well as 
instruction, but one recently held at the 
law school of the University of Georgia 
capped the climax. 

This excellent school, under the manage- 
ment of Judge Howell Cobb and Professor 
Sylvanus Morris, has achieved remarkable 
results with its students, and on the 19th 
instant will turn out a score of the best 
posted young lawyers in Georgia. 

Among.the other admirable features of 
the schoo! is the system of moot courts, 
which give to the student the advantage of 
the practice of law as well as the theory. 

A few days since a case was tried Dy 
the law students involving an estate be- 
longing to minor children. Mr. J. A. Ayres, 
one of the students, was on the bench, but 
there coulkdn’t be secured a jury with which 
to try the case, so the aimable Judge 
Cobb volunteered his services as a juror 
and undertook to do the work of twelve 
men. 

The case proceeded, and it appeared rath- 
er gloomy for the cause of the poor little 
minor children. They were in imminent 
danger of losing their possessions and their 
meat and bread, Judge Ayres, in a dignified 
manner, instructed Judge Cobb, the jury, 
in the principles of law, and Judge Cobb 
paid as strict attention as if he had never 
heard a charge of the court before in his 
life. He retired to make up the verdict 
and returned saying Ahat the young law- 
yers had misconceiv the true facts of the 
case and he couldn’t stand to see the little 
children suffer. Yet he cculdn’t make @ 
verdict apd the court in a dignified manner 
entered up a mistrial.

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PBACHES SAVED HIM 


How a Gordon County Farmer Got 
~ Oat of Debt, 


BY ABANDONING COTTON RAISING 


Raised Peaches and Shipped Them to the 
Cities—-He Now Has Money Loaned 
Out at Interest. 


Calhoun, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—A num- 
ber of the farmers of Gordon county are 
fast opening their eyes as to what industry 
is the most profitable to them—indeed, they 
have learned that raising cotton is not, and 
in the southern portion of the county 
have abandoned the fleecy stuff and in its 
Stead gone into peach culture. 

Several years ago Milam Gunn, an old 
farmer living among the mountains near 
the little village of: Plainville, about eight 
miles south of this city, was, perhaps, one 
of the worst involved men in his vicinity. 
He had been raising ‘‘bumble bee’’ cotton 
On the red chocolate hills of his farm until 
financially he was reduced almost to noth- 
ing, and with each year he seemed to grow 
poorer. The old man became so involved 
that to rid himself of debt: he was forced 
to mortgage his little mountain farm to 
the Corbin Banking Company for money. 
This money would be due in five years’ 
time—but how. was the old man to pay it? 
Could he, on his poor hilly farm, hope to 
meet the debt by raising cotton. Past ex- 
perience led him to belive differently, and 
he resolved that the money must come 
from an altogether different’ crop. He 
thought of many things, and at last de- 
cided that if he could find some one who 
would Buy the trees ;for him and go 
halves in the matter, he would go into 
peach culture. He set about to find such a 
man, if possible, and it was not long be- 
fore he succeeded in locating a willing 
backer—a gentleman in Chattanooga, who 
was an experienced fruit man. The Chat- 
tanooga gentleman came down and looked 
at the old man’s farm. Like Mr. Gunn, 
he was of the opinion that. the high red 
hills were well adapted for peaches, and in 
due time the young trees from the nursery 
—including some of the very finest varie- 
ties—were shipped and set out—thirty-five 
acres in all. 

The third year after setting out Mr. 
Gunn realized his first crop and found for 
it a ready market in Cincinnati. That year 
he cleared some money and has so done 
every year since—that is, when the crop 
was not killed by frost or cold weatner, 
which kas occurred but one time. 

In 1893, after paying all expenses, includ- 
ing half the proceedS of the crop to his 
partner, Mr. Gunn realized between $1,800 
and $2,000 from the peaches. He finds a 
ready market for them in Cincinnati, ship- 
ping them there by express in crates of 
three pecks each and realizing all the way 
from $2 to $3.50 per crate. 

Last evening the writer, in company 
with a friend, drove down to Mr. Gunn's 
to view his prospect for this year. The 
eld gentleman was in a good humor and 
quite free to answer the many questions 
asked him concerning his peaches, the vast 
profits he had reaped from them in the 
past and what the future would yield to 
him. 

“This year’s crop is twice as good as any 
previous crop of mine,” said Mr. Gunn, 
‘and I’m sure to reap a good little sum of 
money out of it.’ 

I well knew what this meant. Consider- 
ing what had been realized in 1893, it meaner 
nothing more nor less than that Mr. Gunn 
would have about $4.000 in his pocket when 
the crop had all been gathered and sold. 

Mr. Gunn has great faith in the value of 
his farm. Said he: ; 

‘It has made me many dollars within the 
last few years, and had it not been for my 
venturing into the fruit business the Cor- 
bin Banking Company would have long ago 
sold me out, lock, stock and barrel. That 
orchard over yonder saved me,”’ said the 
old man,’ and he waved his: hand toward 
it, smiling with great satisfaction. It was 
a beautiful sight—an 
thrifty trees laden with fruit, crowning a 
high hill before me. 

Mr. Gunn has now many hundred dollars 
out at interest, which he did not hesitate 
to tell me, he termed it, was “peach 
money.’ Again, to.show what an estimate 
this now thrifty old gentleman places upon 
the value of his farm, he said to me, just 
before I left him: | 

“T would not give my little mountain 
farm here for that of Reuben Gaines, in 
Oothcealoga valley, and that, you know, is 
considered the finest farm around here 
and valued at $25,000. Don’t you see:where- 
in I’m right?’- he asked; “for Reuben 
Gaines’s farm, large and fine and fertile as 
it is, falls far short, I’m sure, of clearing 
him as much money annually as does 
mine.”’ 

Milam Gunn might be termed, to speak 
plainly, ‘‘the daddy” of the fruit growers 
of his section, for it was he who first gave 
rise to such an industry there. His neigh- 
bors soon saw that it was a profitable bus- 
iness, and most of them with land not un- 
like his—high, red and well adapted—fell 
in line, and now some of them have vast 
orchards. Notable, among these, is Mr. 
James C. Brownlee, who, indeed, has dis- 
tanced by far Mr. Gunn himself. He has 
200 acres in trees—mostly Elbertas, the fin- 
est peach, perhaps, in existence—although 
but fifty acres of these are bearing well 
this year. Mr. Brownlee, therefore, will 
market more fruit than Mr. Gunn—in fact, 
more than any other one in that great 
peach-growing district. In the course of 
two or three years, when the youngest of 
his trees come in, Mr. Brownlee will reap 
a good income annually. His 200 acres of 
thrifty trees, provided the market remains 
unchanged, will net him something like 
ten or fifteen thousand a year—an income 
very much more desirable than that which 
Secretary Smith, of the cabinet receives— 
not including, of course, the big, fat law- 
yer’s fees occasionally. 

But I’ve been speaking of Messrs. Gunn 
and Brownlee. There are numbers of oth- 
ers around them who, doo, have gone ex- 
tensively into the peach business. Among 
them I might mention Thomas Jennings, 
James Holland, D.”~O. McDaniel, John H. 
Bray, John S. Black, John Henry Gunn, 
Samuel Pearson, S. D. Taliaferro, A. M. 
Kay, B. H. Fuller and M. P. Anderson. 
All of these have large, thrifty orchards, 
some of them yielding big profits. 

Mr. John S8S.. Black, whom [I mention 
above, has also gione extensively into the 
culture of strawberries, and off of four 
acres this year sold many hundred dol- 
lars’ worth. The high, red hills seem as 
well adapted for the culture of This deli- 
cious fruit as they do for peaches, and, as 
old man Gunn justly remarked to: me, 
“Mountain land is going up and valley 
land down in this community.” 

In about a month from now the little vil- 
lage of Plainville will present a busy 
scene. The wagons will be rolling in from 
the surrounding hills, loaded with peaches, 
and the express cars of the Southern rail- 
way will bear thousands of crates of the 
most delicious fruit to the Queen City of 
the West—Cincinnati.

BEAUTY TALKS, 


Removing Summer Freckles and Clearing 
a Rongh and Muddy Skin. 


NO WOMAN NEEO BE DISFIGURED 


By a Bad Complexion if She Will Only 
Take the Trouble To Follow the 
Directions Here Given.

Those of my readers who are blessed with 
skins ‘‘as clear morning roses newly 
washed with dew’’ can but faintly imagine 
_the wretchedness of the girl or woman who, 
through no fault of her own, awakens every 
day of her life to the sickening realization 
that she is unsightly—often really repulsive 
because of a disfiguring skin ailment. I sup- 
pose I have seen and treated as many bad 
cases of skin diseases as any one person in 
this country during the past fifteen years 
gnd the result of my_experience is that all 
skin diseases may be cured where there is 
no inherited taint and that in even those un- 
fortunate cases the complexion may be 
greatly improved. 

Freckles Are Clean But Ugly. 

The least offensive of all pigmentary dis- 
colorations is lentigo, or freckles. Certainly 
these brown, oval-shaped spots dotted about 
the face and hands are not pretty, but they 
do not look unclean as blackheads do, nor 
do they reflect disease, as scrofulous pim- 
ples must, but they are disagreeable and 
unpleasant. Freckles are divided into two 
Classes. Summer freckles, which usually 
fall to the lot of fair skinned, light or au- 
burn-haired girls, and are produced.almost 
instantly on exposure to strong light, disap- 
pearing in a little while if the subject re- 
mains within doors or in the shade, 

I make this statement despite the testimo- 
ny of the eminent professor of dermatology, 
Dr. Hebra, of Vienna, who positively de- 
clares that, neither strong sunlight nor sharp 
winds, nor the two combined, will produce 
freckles. Vienna freckles may be able to 
resist a Vienna sun, but yankee freckles, 
such as I have had principally to encounter, 
are beyond dispute brought to the surfaces 
of the skin by intense sunlight and fre- 
quently by strong, biting winds. The other 
form of freckles is called cold, or winter 
freckles. These never disappear except 
through external agencies and then only 
with the cuticle itself. 

For everyday or summer freckles the best 
treatment is as follows: Frequent bathing 
with pure soap and water, the use of the 
scrubbing brush as advised in beauty talk 
No. 1, and a dry friction of the skin carried 
to an extent a little short of irritation. The 
advantage of friction is*not only that it 
assists in cleansing the skin, but excites the 
cutaneous circulation. I have seen many 
and many a freckled face scrubbed and 
rubbed clear of all stains without other 
aids, but there are many simple remedies 
which will hasten the cure, The most efféc- 
tive of these to be used in connection. with 
the scrubbing and dry friction are a cream 
rr pomade to use at night just before re- 
tiring, and a wash to be used during the 
day. The cream is made as follows:

This pomade is easily absorbed by th 
skin and is excellent not only in the treat- 
ment of freckles but also for any of the 
lighter skin eruptions which frequently 
annoy girls between the ages of fourteen 
and eighteen. In the morning wash the 
ointment carefully out of the skin and ap- 
\ ply the following lotion. Repeat the appli- 
cation of the lotion several times through 
the day. 
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For Sunburn. 


Tan and sunburn are sometimes at a 
certain stage painful, but they are the 
least of skin annoyances. So many wo- 
men ask daily how they may prevent 
getting sunburned. I. am always inclined 
to give the old woman’s advice tp her 
daughter who was convinced that it would 
some day ‘be her fate to be drowned: 
“Louisa, don’t you never go near no water 
and you can’t never get drowned.” Real- 
ly the only preventive against sunburn 
is to stay in the shade, and that is mar- 
tyrdom to the emancipated woman. It is, 
however, quite possible to keep your skin 
relatively white and fair by a little care. 
Try the following plan for tan and sun- 
burn. ‘Every night before retiring, after 
washing your face thoroughly, apply the 
following cream, unless you have some 
nice emollient of the same general 
nature, which will do quite as well:

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Audacious Mr. Whitney. 


Mr. William C. Whitney is having his 
troubles. 

Mr. Whitney has for several years 
been regarded as one of the eleet from 
a Cleveland standpoint, and certainly 
no man has been a mvre potent factor 
in the advancement of the president's 
chances than has his ex-secretury of the 
havy. 

But the end has come. Mr. Whitney 
has dared to talk of bimetallism, and 
that, in the face of the administration's 
bold and unequivocal fight for the main- 
tenance of the single gold standard, is 
little short of a crime. The penalty is 
being meted out to the transgressor, 
and he is being rapidly and vehemently 
read out of the party. The president's 
personal organ, The New York Even- 
ing Post, is doing the reading. Here is 
a sample of Editor Godkin'’s references 
to the man who has dared: 

The return -of William C. Whitney from 
Europe is announced in the morning papers, 
together with his views on the subject of 
bimetallism. Mr. Whitney is in favor of it, 
i. e., the international kind. Most peopie 
who have taken only a superiicial view of 
the subject are. Arthur James Palfour, 
whom Mr. Whitney quotes, is in this callow 
stage. When he and Mr. Whitney think a 
littie harder they will either be opposed to 
bimetallism in any shape or in favor of it 
by separate action of each country. Mr. 
Whitney thinks that England is ripening 
for bimetallism. It was seventeen years 
ago that she sent delegates to the confer- 
ence of 1878, and we were told then that 
she had begun to turn. She has been ripen- 
ing ever since, with such steadiness that 
Sir William Harcourt said the other day 
that if a new conference should be held 
the government would not allow the gold 
standard for England even to be drawn 
into dispute; while?the liberal-unionists, of 
whom Mr. Chamberiain is the teader, said 
that they would under no circumstances 
remain in alliance with Mr. Balfour if bi- 
metallism were a part of the conservative 
programme. Mir. Whitney is still a young 
man, but ‘he will not live long enough to 
gee that peach fall. 

Mr. Whitney, must, therefore, take 
notice that even the suggestion of bi- 
metallism is not permitted. The pro- 
gramme has changed during his ab- 

sgeence. The “internatiomwnal agreement” 
mask has been thrown aside. The or- 
ders now are to devote all energies to 
knocking down the single silver stand- 
ard straw man and to cry that there 
ean be no such thing as bimetallism. 
True the goldbugs have been forced to 
take this stand from the fact that the 
: people could no longer be fooled by their 
pretended advocacy of international bi- 
metallism. They have been compelled 
to show their hand. 

The shifting of position which the gold 
element has undergone since Mr. Whit- 
ney was familiar with the situation 
has opened the eyes of the people to 
the fact that the only hope of silver res- 
toration—the only hope of bimetallism— 
lies in independent action on the part of 
the United States. The money power has 
Europe, and especially England, in its 
grasp. As Mr. Whitney has said, the 
opponents of bimetallism in England 
are those who bear the same relation-

The World ard Mr. Morton, 

The New York World has been paying 
its respects in decidedly vigorous style 
to the bureau of animal industry, which 
is a branch of the department of agri- 
culture, and has by this aroused the ire 
of Secretary Morton. 

The charge made against the burean 
is that its meat inspection is a fraud. 
The World claims to have proven that 
instead of preventing packers from sell- 
ing diseased meats in our markets, it 
reilly gives government sanction to 
venders’ of such meat; that the in- 
spectors who found meats alive with 
trichinae marked such meats with a 
governnient stamp as “inspected meat,” 
that natural inference to the mind of 
the citizen purchaser being that having 
the government stamp of inspection, the 
meat is all right. 

Secretary Morton has criticised the ex- 
pose in a recent circular. In response 
The World quotes the secretary as hav- 
ing indorsed the agitation when it was 
begun by that paper, having himself 
said: “I know and have previously pro- 
Claimed that by our system of inspee- 
tion the foreign consumers are getting 
the best of our meats, while the infe- 
rior qualities are thrown back for con- 
sumption at home.. I have been roundly 
denounced for declaring the system of 
inspection largely a humbug and urging 
its modification. The World’s exposure 
is directed to abuses in a defective sys- 
tem, and agitation may improve it.” 

The reply of the department is unique 
if nothing more. It is certainly one of 
the most remarkable documents that 
has ever been sent out from Washing- 
ton. The following extracts indicate its 
character, and The World quotes them 
to bear out ifs statement that the bul- 
Tetin “denies nothing, but merely pre- 
varicates and sneers; it is silly,- undig- 
nified and dishonest.” | 

The portion of the bulletin referred to 
is as follows: 

The New’ York World has worked itself 
into such a hysterical condition over its 
alleged discoveries concerning the _ short- 
comings of the bureau of animal industry 
that it has neglected to fill in certain es- 
sential parts of its story which are required 
to give it the air of plausibility. To save 
so great a newspaper from the derision of 
its competitors and the suspicion of its 
patrons a few suggestions are offered 
through which the editor may be able to 
fill the gaps in the treatment of the topics 
already attempted before passing to fields 
as yet unexplored, 

The editor becomes frantic over the state- 
ment that but 16,703 carcasses were tanked 
out of 13,000,000 inspected. So that, he says, 
only about one carcass in a thousand was 
rejected. He considers it unnecessary to 
comment on these figures. Mathematics 
is evidently not his fort, or he would have 
discovered that one carcass in 778 was 
tanked, a much greater proportion than 
one in a thousand. 

In despair the editor threw down his pen 
on Friday, exclaiming “if the federal in- 
spection is to be a sham the public is de. 
fenseless against measly pork and ‘big- 
jawed’ beef.’’ But why harrow up the feel- 
ings of the public on the subject of measly 
pork? Only two days before this we were 
assured that ‘‘of the long list of ills which 
the hog is heir to trichinae alone is fatal 
to human beings.’’ Why does measly pork 
so soon assume this great importance? 
Can it be that this great authority on meat 
inspection considers measly and trichinous 
pork to be one and the same thing? 

But New Yorkers at least are fortunate. 
We are assured that they are protected by 
the health board, which has ‘‘six inspect- 
ors, all of them experts.’’ Indeed, they are 
so expert that they have no difficulty in 
detecting trichinae in pork by little rej 
spots in it and by a grit which is very ay. 
parent under the knife! What a pity this 
information was not given to the public 
sooner. The New York health board would 
make.a great reputation by demonstrating 
this process to the satisfaction of the Ger- 
man government.

HAD THERE BEEN A FIRE AT ALL 


The Big Water Main on Hemphill 
Avenue Gives Way, 


AND. A WATER FAMINE COMES ON 


The Fire Department Ready To Move 
Though Almost Helpless—~No Water 
To Drink During the Day. 


From a quarter before 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning until nearly 10 o’clock last night 
the water supply of Atlanta was crippled, 
and during all these long and anxious 
hours the city was practically without 
Water and its property jeoparded by a 
possible visitation from the fire fiend. 
The cause of the trouble was the burst- 
ing of the principal or feeding main, lo- 
cated on Hemphill avenue, 200 yards from 
the pumping station. 

The main is thirty inches in diameter, 
made of cast iron, and is buried five feet 
in the soft ground. 

About six feet of the main was split In 
two. and the cause of the accident is at- 
tributed to the ground settling beneath it, 
thereby causing an abnormal strain, which 
caused the break. 

The force of the explosion cut a furrow 
of several yards in the earth, and before 
the engines at the pumping house could 
be shut down the earth’s covering over the 


main was blown high in the air, followed: 


by a stream of water forty feet in height. 

Chief Engineer Travers was on duty at 
the pumping station at the time the ac- 
cident occurred, and the first indication 
he had of the mishap was when the en- 
gines began to work irregularly. At the 
time the register showed a pressure of 
105 pounds, and while Mr. Travis was try- 
ing to find the cause for the erratic conduct 
of the engines a man bolted into the pump- 


ing station and told him that the main had | 


exploded. 

Losing no time Mr. Travis shut down 
the engines, and immediately made prepar- 
ations for summoning the construction 
gang. 

Telephone communication was had with 
Mr. Will Rapp, foreman of the construc- 
tion gang, and he was soon on hand with 
@ gang of twenty laborers. -George W. 
Terry, secretary of the board of water- 
works, and Judge Hillyer, chairman of 
the board, also visited the point and saw 
Rapp and his force of men enter quickly 
upon their duties of repairing the dam- 
age. 

At first the work was necessarily slow, 
@s the cavity made in the ground by the 
rushing and escaping water filled up to the 
urface and formed a small lake. Trenches 
Were dug to carry away the water, and 
the men baled it out with 
‘section of a new main to replace the dam- 
aged one was secured and by noon the ac- 
cumulated water was cleared away so as to 
permit of the main being lowered’and the 
work of connection made. 

The men worked like Trojans in the 
piercing and burning sun, and by five min- 
utes before 8 o'clock last night the work 
had sufficiently progressed to permit the 
engines to be started to pumping and an 
hour later the water was again being 
forced into the receiving and distributing 
mains at the junction of North avenue, 
Luckie street and Hemphil! avenue. 
viWhen it became known > ‘ot the service 
was again in working order?the anxiety of 
the people changed to thankfulness and 
congratulation. But ‘it wes long after 
10 o'clock before the water became fit for 
use, as the mains had filled up with mud 
and sediment and the first supply of water 
Was of the thickness of soup. 

The accident entailed a great deal of anx- 
“fety to the fire department and consider- 
able annoyance and inconvenience to the 
patrons of the company. 

Chief Joyner, of the fire department, was 
at fire headquarters when the accident oc- 
curred.

Chief Joyner remained at headquarters 
throughout tne day, and kept well and 
thoroughiy posted on the progress of tne 
work of repairs and exercised other pre- 
cautions. Fortunately there were no Iires. 
The principal sufferers from the lack of 
a supply of water were people living in 
the high ground of the city, and the hotels 
and restaurants. Those in the lower lands 
were enabled to get a half supply from the 
accumulation in the distributing mains, 
but in most instances the water was nut 
fit for culinary purposes, as it was thick

Durand, the railroad restaurateur, secured 
a part of the supply of water for his es- 
tablishment from outgoing engines and the 
proprietors of tfie Markham and Kimball 
taxed a well on Gilmer street, while the 
Aragon management drew on the resources 
of private wells in the neighborhood. 

Some idea of the inconvenience to which 
hotel keepers were put may be formed when 
it is known that it takes 400,000 gallons of 
water a month to run the Markham, 1,000,- 
000 a month for the Kimball and 
a little over the latter figures to keep the 
Aragon going. : 

The intense heat of the day caused a 
great deal of suffering from thirst, and it 
seemed that the people were thirstier yes- 
terday than on any day before. The soda 
fountains did a rushing business, and long 
betore nightfall a number of them had si ld 
out and there was not another supply to 
be had. Many of the small stands about 
the city where bottled soda, milkshakes «end 
lemonade are dispensed took advantage of 
the temporary water famine by advancing 
prices for their product and reaped a rich 
harvest. 

The thirsty had to have drink, and were 
willing to pay the slight advance to be ac- 
commodated. 

Fortunately for the Consolidated and 
other electric lines and the electric lighting 
company they had their own water sup- 
ply, and were in no way hampered by the 
giving out of that of the city. The switch- 
ing engines in the railroad yards had to be 
run some dinstance from the city to get 
Supplies to feed the boilers with. 

The lack of water for drinking and culin- 
ary purposes was not of as much concern 
to property holders and the people as was 
the fear and anxiety of a fire breaking 
out. Chief Joyner said the situation was a 
dubious one, and as the hours sped along 
and the supply continued shut off, the fears 
of the people were increased. The chief of 
the department said that he could cope in 
a way with a fire that might break out in 
the heart or business portion of the city, 
but that he would be totally helpless should 
the fire be in the outskirts or residence por- 
tion. 

Within a radius bounded by the business 
section of the city there are twenty-one 
cisterns, which are kept filled with water 
continually, and are inspected by the chief 
once every month. It is on these Chief 
Joyner depended, and their capacity and 
location are:

Throughout the day the keepers of hotels 


and restaurants were taxed for a sufficient 
supply of water for drinking and cooking 
“purposes, and they had to depend wholly 
upon a well at the Georgia Central repair 
shops and the wells of private individuais 
about the city.

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TOOK WILSON'S LIFE 


A Murder Committed in a Negro Quarter 
Last Night. 


DONE WITH A BLOW FROM AN AX 


Jealousy the Cause-The Murderer Makes 
Good His Escape,and at Last Ac- 
counts Was Still at Large. 


A murder was committed in the alley 
running from Woaitehall to Orange streets 
shortly after 10 o’clock last uight. 

The victim and his slayer were both 
negroes. 

Edward Wilson, aged twenty-three years, 
who was employed as porter in the whole- 
sale grocery store of ‘Messrs. Tidwell & 
Pope, is the @ead man. ‘He is married and 
came to Atlania some five years ago from 
Sparta, Ga. His home was in the rear 
of No. 53 Humphreys street. 

A ‘barber who is known only by the 
name of Jackson to the darky contingent 
who live in the alley struck down Wilson 
with an ax, and the only witness to the 
deed was Emma Hirshman, who, for the 
last six weeks, has been living in open 
adultery in a one-room cabin in the alley. 

The duplicity of the woman was the 
Supposed cause of the murder. 

Early in the evening, just about dusk, 
Emma, in company with Wilson, called 
upon William Stewart and his wife, who 
live in a cabin in the rear of No. 315 White- 
hall street. The Stewart woman at 
time Was engaged in her domestic duties 
and she was called to the door by HWmma, 
who introduced Wilson: 

“This is my new fellow,” said Emma, 
and Wilson nodded his consent or affirma- 
tion to the words of the woman. 

The Stewart ‘woman then asked Emma 
where Jackson was, and she answered that 
he was in bed. 

Wilson and Emma took chairs in front of 
the Stewart cabin, which is situated about 
fifty feet from the Jackson abode, and re- 
mained about five minutes, 

The pair held a conversation-in subdued 
tones, and then got up and walked away 
together in the direction of the Jackson 
Quarters, 

From that time on until 10 o’clock nothing 
more was seen or heard of Wilson or Em- 
ma. The Stewart woman went to led soon 
after they took their departure, and about 
i0 o'clock the latter was startled by the 
JacKson woman rapping vigorously on the 
barred door and pleadingafor admission. 

Just then some one cried out: 

“Lord, I’m cut to death!’ 

lt was Wilson who uttered these words. 

The Stewart woman arose from her bed 
and admitted Emma, who was excited and 
ayitated. As soon ag she entered the room 
She tried to hide under the Stewart 
Inan’s bed, but there was not sufficient 
Space for her to crawl] beneath it, and she 
then ran behind a dresser. 

“What's the matter?’ asked the Stewart 
woman, and Ikmma replied, “Jackson has 
cut Wilson with an ax.’”’ 

The husband of Stewart went'to the steps 
leading to his house and there found Wil- 
who begged for admission, saying as 
he did so that he was dying from a wound 
inflicted with an ax by Jackson. 

t‘'rom a horrible gash in his head behind 
the left ear the blood flowed in a stream, 
completely saturating his clothing and dy- 
ing red the, wood work of the steps. The 
wo'lnd was several inches in length, and 
laid the scalp wide open and. presented to 
view a terrible fracture of. the skull. 

Stewart raised an alarm, and a_ doctor 
was sent for, but by the time the latter 
arrived Wilson had died. 

His lifeless form was laid out on the 
ground near where he had expired and 
in a short space of time it was surrounded 
by a morbid ‘mob of colored men and wo- 
men, man of whom at a glance identified 
the unfortunate man. A message was sent 
in his pocket, but had not been given 
she fell into hysterics and was carried to 
the home of a sister.

Jackson made escape, and at 
last acccunts had not been captured. .At- 
ter Wilson’s first outcry Jackson. was scen 
to run ‘down the alley toward Orange 
street. and disappear in the darkness.

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"LOPEZ'S INVASION, 
The Leader of It Was a Native of 
South America. 


HE HAD FOUGHT IN SPAIN'S ARMY 


His Bravery Secured Him Rapid Promo- 
tion—The Expedition Had Many 
Dramatic Experiences. 


Freedom from the iron rule of Spain has 
been the dream of Cuba Yor nearly three- 
Quarters of a century. Friends of that 
beautiful but oppressed island are en- 
couraged by the intelligence that General 
Quesada, recently secretary of war of 
Venezuela, now in New York, is going to 
join the revolutionary forces under Gomez 
@nd Maceo. He is reputed to possess a 
high order of m’litary talent and much is 
expected from him. Both Gomez and Ma- 
ceo were leaders in the ten vears’ strug- 
gle, 1868-78, which was only put down at 
immense cost of men and money, and not 
then until Campos, the present governor 
general and Spain's ablest soldier, was 
Gent there with instructions to grant all 
the demands of the Cubans short of in- 
dependence. The failure to Keep the faith 
Pledged then is the cause of the present 
revolt. 

Cuba has been since 1835 so often the 
ecene of secret conspiracy and open revolts 
against the authority of Spain that the ap- 
Pellation of “The Ever Faithful Isle,”’ con- 
ferred upon it because, during the revolu- 
tionary struggles of the Spanish continen- 
tal colonies from Mexico to Argentine, 
she remained loyal to the crown, sounds 
like a historical jest. These revolutionary 
efforts followed closely upon the over- 
throw of liveral institutions in Spain by 
the Bourbon army of France at the insti- 
gation of the self-styled holy alliance, one 
of the effects of which was the promulga- 
tion in Cuba in 1825 of the royal order of 
the “omnimodas,”’ which empowered the 
governor genera!, invariably a Spaniard, 
end usually needy and greedy, to rule at 
all times as though the island were in-a 
state of siege, thus substituting the will 
of this irresponsible official for the law, 
and his whims and caprices for statutes 
and ordinances. In 1851 occurred the Lopez 
invasion, at once the most daring, the 
most formidable, and the most disastrous 
attempt made up to that time to free the 
queen of the Antilles from the oppressive 
and blighting rule of Spain. 


Narcisco Lopez, the leader of the expedi- 
tion which set out from New Orleans Au- 
gust 2, 1851, to free Cuba, was a Venezue- 
lan, born in Cardceas in 1799. When only 
fifteen years old he took part in the resis- 
tance offered by the town of Valencia to 
the Spanish army, but Bolivar failed to 
come to the relief, the town was taken, 
sacked and most of its tnhabitants mur- 
dered. 

The survivors were bitter against 
for leav:ng the town to its fate. Lopez 
apparently shared it, for, boy 1s he was, 
he joined the Spanish army anni fought 
with it until the end of the war. Py

time he had, though barely twenty-one, ate- 
tained the rank of colonel. He retired to 
Cuba, where he married and ever after 
counted himself a Cuban. Going to Spain 
on connected with the estate of 
his wife’s family, he served in thesfirst 
Carlist war with great distinction, Pecing 
made brigadier general in i836, 2nd major 
general in 189. He was povnular with the 
army, Dy which he was called ‘‘La Pree 
miera Lanza de Espana,’ the first lance 
of Spain.

In 1841 General Valags, his com- 
mander in the Carlist war, was appointed 
governor general of Cuba. He took Lopez 
with him and intrusted him with 
important posts. Two years later General 
O’Donnell succeeded Valdes and deprived 
Lopez of all his commands. He then 
undertook the management of copper 
mines. 

In the summer of 1848 he projected a 
rising against Spanish rule.The phan being 
discovered he fled to New York. It 
be remembered that Lopez was stil at this 
time a general in the Span:sh army, 
though not in active service. In the fall of 
this year he attempted io get off an ¢€x-= 
pedition of 1,500 men from New York and 
New Orleans, but it was broken, up by the 
United States government. In May 1850, 
he succeeded in landing 600 men at Carde- 
mas on the north coast of Cuba east of 
Havana. He was oDdliged to evacuaie the 
same day. His plan then was ito make a 
rap:d counter movement and land west of 
Havana, but the men refused because 
arms and ammunition intended for the 
Cubans had been thrown overbourd to 
lighten the steamer Creole, which had 
grounded, and the expedition returned to 
the United States.

made his headquarters at 
New Orleans, being the guest of i. J. 
Sigur, editor of The Delta... Recruiting 
went on openly in the Crescent C.ty in 
Summer of 1851. The Cuban flag, a white 
star in a red triangle, upon 
blue stripes, separated from 
by white ones, was freely 
Agents of Lopez were also busy in Kene- 
tucky ani adjoining states. They enlisted 
a body of 6” picked men. Sigur bought 
te steamer Pampero, the fastest on the 
gulf. Everything seemed to be going well 
when the Spanish consul in some way 
learned that the Pampero was to carry 
Lopez’s expedition to Cuba. He promptiy 
demanded that the authorities arrest and 
detain the steamer. 

On the afternoon of Saturday, August 
Ist, Colonel Crittenden, a custom house 
employe, sent Lopez word that the Pam- 
pero would be seized the next Monday 
morning. Notwithstanding the machinery 
of the steamer was out of order, Lopez 
herried the men on bcard and the start 
was made Sunday night amidst the cheers 
of ten tnouvand excited and sympathizing 
citizens, —The steamer was towed down to 
the miouth of the river, where the 
machinery was patched as best it could 
be, when it proceeded. on its fatal voyage. 

From the very outset, events presaged 
failure and disastcr. The 609 picked men 
did not arrive in time. It was intended to 
take on sixteen days’ supply of coal, 
There was not to exceed ten. The Pame 
pero was a fifteen-knot vessel, but with 
her machinery partly disabled she only 
made eight cr nine. It was intended to go 
to the St. Johns river, Florida, there to 
take on reinforceinents of men, rifies, artil- 
lery, ammunition and extra arms. It took 
them eight days to reach Key West. They 
stopped there and were told that the popu- 
lation of Vuelta Abajo, the western part 
of the island, had risen. Lopez then de- 
termined to cross the chanrel at night 
and land at Bahia Honda (Deep Bay) 
before day. The machinery _ stopped 
for several hours and the gulf current 
Swept them eastward, so that when day 
came they found themselves headed direct- 
ly into the harbor of Havana and so :lose 
that they could distinguish the sentinels 
on the walls of Moro castle. They put 
about instantly, but they had been seen. 
About 3 o’clock in the afternoon they tried 
the bay of Cabonas, only to find it occu- 
pied by two Spanish war vessels. After 
dark they tried Bahia Honda, but it was 
defended by a fort. 

It was.not untii 10 o’clock at night that 
they reached Morillo, a hamlet of four 
houses only, sixty miles west of Havana. 
The force was not entirely landed until 
4 o’clock on the morning of the August 12th.

Lopez sent the Pampero back for the 
St. Johns party, with instructions for them 
to land in the central department, east of 
Havana, where he had originally intended 
to land, while he would strike for the in- 
terior and endeavor to form a junction 
with ary patriotic force he could find, Lo- 
pez did nat expect Spanish troops to reach 
the neighboriiood of his operations for fully 
thirty-six hours. As a matter of fact, seven 
companies, 800 strong, handed at Bahia 
Honda within twelve hours of his landing 
at Morillo. 

Lopez's little army was uniformed in 
blue shirts and gray trousers. He himself 
wore a white linen jacket and trousers, 
with a red sash about the waist, Tle car- 
ried a riding whip, but neither sword nor 
pistols. The men wer» armed with mus- 
kets and bayonets. Mcst of the officers 
had revolvers, bowie Knives and swords. 

Colonel Crittenden was left at Morillo 
with 120 men, with the heavy baggage of 
the expedition, ecrsisting of fovr barrels 
of powder, two of cartridges, 150 muskets, 
the effects of the cfticers, and Lopez's pa- 
pers, printed proclamations, etc. 

The march to Pozas was toilsome. 
The heat was intense ard there were mos- 
guitoes by the milion. The lack of dis- 
cipline and subordination to orders became 
manifest on this march, Two or three men 
threw avay their muskets to lighten their 
joads. Two, one of whom was Dr. Fourni- 
quet, fell out of the line, saying they would 
reicin in the evening when it was cool. 
They were never scen again. 

Las Pozas was reached about 2 o'clock P. 
m. Carts were dispatched to Crittenden 
with orders for him to come up that night. 
Soon after a Cuban brought Lopez word 
that the Spanish troops had landed at ba- 
hia Honda. He then sent fresh orders to 
Crittenden to abandon the heavier bas- 
gage, bringing only what the men could 
carry, and join him that'night. Crittenden 
received both of these orders and the carts. 
Instead of yielding prompt obedience, he 
decided not to move without all the bag- 
gage. As a matter of fact, he did mot move 
until 11 o’cléck at night. Then, instead of 
pushing on as rapidly as possible and not 
halting until he had reached the main 
body, he stopped at a tienda (country store) 
half way to Las Pozas. 

It was no part of Lopez's plan to await 
an attack at Las Pozas. He intended to 
reach the mountains and there occupy a 
strong position, send out proclamations and 
gradually rouse the country. He waited all 
through the night for Crittenden. Morning 
came,. but no Crittenden. Pickets were 
stationed, but they, with the independence 
that is insubordination in a soldier, relieved 

dhaemselves, abandoned ‘their posts and 
came into cam» for breakfast. A very nat- 
ural result followed. About 8 o’clock the 
camp was fired upon by a body of Spanish 
soldiers, who gained of: @ 
house stand itself and only a short 

distance away. The Cuban company 
charged with the bayonet and drove the 
Spaniards out, Captain Oberto’  be- 
ing killed. Twice the Spanisn 
charged the camp, only to he repulsed 
the deadly fire of the Americans. 
Spaniards then gave way in 2 
leaving their dead, 180, and a of 
wounded. Unfortunately, the lack of dis- 
cipline that prevailed in the expedition pre- 
vented a proper pursuit. The expodtion had 
thirty to thirty-five men killed and wound- 
ed, among the former Downman and Oberto, 
and among the latter Pragay and Gotay. 

Both the latter were so badly hurt they 
had to be left behind when Lopez movea 
the next day. When the Spenish entered 
they ended their own existence. The rest 
of the helpless wounded of the expedition 
were murdered by the Spanish. 

After dark Captain Kelly, with forty men, 
the main body. From him it Was 
that Crittenden's party had been 
at the tienda at about the same 
time the attack was made on Lopez, It 
was quickly repulsed. <After a little t!me 
Crittenden took eighty men and Went in 
SDursuit, leaving Kelly and his company be- 
hind. Nothing certain is known of Critten- 
den’s movements save that he fell 
back to Morillo, embarked in boats that 
had been left there, put out to sea in an ef- 
fort to reach the United States, was cap- 
tured by the Spanish with fifty of his men, 
and that the whole party, with characteris- 
tic Spanish barbarity, were shot to death. 
It is known that Crittenden was dauntless 
to the last. His murderers tried to 
him kneel to be shot, but he refused, re- 
ceiving his death wound erect and defiant.

it were destructive of any chance of gece 
cess the expedition may have had. Lopez 
had counted on two things to swell his 
ranks—risinzs of the Cubans and deser- 
tions from the Spanizh regiments in which 
the prestige of his name was Crit- 
tenden’s capture destroyed the moral ef- 
fect of the signal victory at Las Pozas. 

It presented the whole enterprise to the 
people of Cuba as crushed and overwhe!m- 
ed in disaster at the very cutset. Who 
could imagine otherw'se -when « body of 
fifty fuezitives were captured in hoats while 
attempting to leave the islund, and that 
fact made known to its people in the 
startling form cf their summary execution! 
It secured the fidelity of the troops and 
compelled the terrified submission: of the 
people both of country and city. But I. 
pez and his men knew nothing of Critten- 
cen’s fate until after their own capture. 

Lopez ccntinned ris advance to the inte- 
rior, arriving on Sunday, August 17th, at 
the coftee piantation of Frias, which be- 
longed to his family. Here a halt was 
made, Tickets were pusted, but as usual 
used their own julgment about staying post- 
ed. As a result the Spanish came up un- 
expectedly, 1,200 infantry, 120 cavalry and 
four howitzers. Icpez’s men were advant- 
ageously posted on a small hill. General 
Enna. the Spanish commander, with- 
out waiting. for his infantry to com? 
up or for his artillery to get in position, 
charged the hill with his cavalry. He was 
repulsed with great lass, and he himself 
killed. The cavalry became panic-stricken 
and fled. Rushing headlong through the 
infantry the panic extended to them and 
they fled in confusion. The how'tzers were 
abandoned. Even at this juncture Lopez 
could not inducé h's men to pursue. They 
would not follow him evén to take pos- 
session of the howitzers. As at Las Poe 
zis, they thought they had done enough fr 
one day in repulsing the enemy. Un- 
gueetionably JLopez’s inability to speak 
English and the men’s inability to under- 
stand Spanish contr’buted to these fail- 
ures to follow up their vietories. 

So Lopez continued his march, 79ing to- 
ward San Cristoval, where a rising was 
expected. They soon learned that the 
town was occupied by some 2,0) Spanish 
soldiers. Then he turned in the direct.on 
of Pinar del Rio, further to tne west. He 
stopped on the. night of August 18t” at 
the coffee plantation of Candelaria. The 
owner, whom Lopez very foolishly iet 
leave the plantation, betrayed him wo the 
Spanish, who advanced in considerable 
numbers along all the roads early the 
next. morning. Thus, surprised, and with 
only about forty effective muskeis ieft, 
they fled precipitately to the mountains 
through a dense forest. The Spaniards 
did not care to follow them into the savage 
fastnesses in which they now fournl a 
temporary put Inhospitable refug-. 

Rain had fallen the day before, but now 
a hurricane set in, lasting two days. The 
cold at night was intense, compelling the 
men to huddle together like sheep to keep 
sufficient warmth in their bodies to avoid 
perishing. When the storm finally abated 
a fire was lighted after much patient ef- 
fort, and Lopez’s horse, the only one left 
had procured near Morillo, 
roasted, and, for the first 
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composed al] that was left of his force had 
a meal. Next day some of the men and offi- 
cers came to Lopez and demanded that he 
take them back to the United States. Pa- 
tiently he recounted. his plans and hopes, 
and said he would only ask them to stay 
with him ten days more. and then if their 
prospects did not improve he would release 
them from their pledges to him. This qui- 
eted the discontented for the time and be- 
fore the ten days were up Lopez was dead. 

Saturday, August 23d, after having been 
lost for four days in these savage moun- 
tains where they found neither shelter nor 
food, they left them and were astonished 
to find themselves in the road to San Cris- 
toval, over which they had passed five 
days before. They were endeavoring to 
reach some friendly farmhouses when a 
force of' cavalry discovered them and 
charged them. Too feeble to resist, there 
being now no more than ten serviceable 
muskets left among them, they dispersed 
into the woods and mountains that lined 
the road. This was the end of the expedi- 
tion as an organized body. 
Singly and in groups 
among the meuntains and forests vainly 
hoping to reach the coast and escape. 
They had no food save wild fruits and the 
soft pth of young palms. l*rom day to 
day some of them would be captured, until 
finally, on the 23th, Lopez himself, though 
urged not to give himself up, surrendered 
with a kanaful of his faithful companions, 
saving that it he were taken the lives of 
his followers wovld be spared. It was 
even so. He was conveyed to Havana 
and there. on the morning of Monday, Sep- 
tember ist, was choked to death by the gar- 
rete. 

Those of his followers who had not fallen 
in battle or been butchered by the Spanish, 
about a third of the exvedition, were sent 
to the Spanish convict settlement at Ceuta, 
in Africa, opposite Gibraltar, In the fol- 
loning year all of them, except the Hun- 
garians and Cubans, were released as a 
gracious compliment to their respective 
governments. - 

So ended the career of Lopez, the first 
lance of Spain, and so ended his attempts 
to free Cuba from the baneful dominion of 
the Spaniard.

At 3 o’clock yesterday morning the 
of the murdered woman was. removed 
from the house on the corner of Garnett 
and Pryor streets, where the killing oc- 
curred, to the residence of Patrolman 
Bates, a few doors befow. 

This was done on account of the effect 
the excitement had on Mrs. M. EB. Williams 
who lived in the house just where the mur- 
der was done, 

Mrs. Williams is a woman of fifty. When 
the body of Mrs. Hanvey was brought into 
the house she at once showed signs of vio- 
lent hysteria. This increased during the 
night until she became insane. 

Crazed by Excitement. 

Mrs. Williams was crazed by the excite- 
ment. She became wilder and wilder un- 
til it required the Strength of five men to 
hold: her. She talked all the while about 
the murder and it is feared that her mind 
has been affected permanently. 

Howeve r, she was much better last night 
and it is hoped she will recover, :

About this time others from the house 
had come out, but the man had disappeared 
and was running down Pryor street. 

Baker testified that he took the woman 
in his arms and with the assistance of 
several others who were there carried her 
Into the house and placed her on the bed 
in the rear room. 

Before they could get to the house with 
her she gasped once or twice and died 

The man who did the shooting was 
standing very near the woman, He gave 
no warning apparently of What he was 
going to do. He could not hear anything 
that was said hefore the shooting oc- 
curred. 

a Pee kurther Testimony, 

Ex-Patrolman White, who was on the 
scene soon after the shooting was done, 
and an old negro woman who lived near- 
by, were also called upon to testify. They 
told about hearing the shots and about 
finding the writhing body of the woman 
in the street. 

Other witnesses who had heard the diffi- 
culty at the house between rianvey and 
his wife were called. They told that the 
man was in a bad humor all the day and 
had left the house in a rage. 

The Daughter's Testimony, 


In order to fix the deed on Hanvey it 
Was necessary that Ethel, the young girl, 
who was the only one present when the 
shooting was done, be called upon to tes- 
tify. 

An effort was made to make up the ver- 
dict without the testimony of the unfor- 
tunate girl, buf this could not be done, 

Little Ethel had been g¢arried to the 
home of Captain W. A. Bonnell, on Fraser 
street. Here in the delirium of terror and 
grief she remained yesterday unable to 
leave the bed and scarcely able to stand.

WHICH GOES UP AT THE EXPOSITION 


The Association Is Young, but Jt Has Ac- 
complished a Great Deal in Its 
Short Life. 


The Georgia manufacturers’ building, 
to be erected on the grounds of the Cotton 
States and International exposition by 
the Georgia Association of Manufacturers, 
is going to be one of the most interesting 
features of the exposition. 

The association that has undertaken this 
important work was organized less than 
a month ago, and undertook as its first 
work the erection of this building, wherein 
will be displayed a magnificent exhibit of 
the product of Georgia's mills and f&cto- 
ries. 

It is the first time that such a thing has 
been attempted, and the novelty of the 
plan will undoubtedly make the building 
and its contents ohe of the most attrac- 
tive exhibits on the grounds. 

Trat a southern state should attempt 
to make a separate display of ig; manu- 
factures seemed, when the suggestion was 
first made, a risky undertaking, and many 
doubted not only its success, but the wis- 
Gom of agitating the question; thinking 
that the only result would be to prove the 
poverty of the state in manufacturing in- 
dustries. The contrary has been the re- 
sult, and every Georgian that goes imto 
the building erected for the purpose of 
spreadirg before the eyes of the world what 
is made within the borders of the state 
will have reason to feel proud of the evi- 
dence there given cf Georgia’s progress in 
manufacturirsg. 

For the past ten days Mr. T. H. Martin, 
secretary of the associaiion, has been can- 
vassing the state to learn what space would 
be required by the different manufacturers. 
It was necessary to determine this point 
before plans for the builéing could be 
perfected Mr. Martin returned to the city 
on yesterday, and was asked by a Constitu- 
tion reporter to say what he had been able 
to accomplish. 

“Il have brought back with me,” said Mr. 
Martin, “applications for more than 14,(i9 
feet of space. That means that I have 
been entirely successful, At the cutset we 
determined to erect a building if the man- 
ufacturers would take 10,000 square feet of 
Space, but it was soon evident that this 
amount of space wculd be exceeded, so we 
set our pegs at 20,000 feet, and ‘it is plainly 
evident that we will be able to secure 
applications for this amount ef space. 

“Two cilies—Savannah and Rcme—have 
mot yet acted. 1 have visited both of these 
citias and the ball Sas been set rolling. 
Local committees are now at work in both 
places, and I am to return for the purpose 
of attending me*tings that have been called 
to determine what space the manufact- 
urers will take. We are sure to get liberal 
ayplications from both cities. Atlanta 
taken no formal action in the matter yet. 
Several of our local manufacturers have 
taken space, but there are a number yet 
to come in. 1 will take up the auestion 
with the Atlanta manufacturers during the 
coming week, and I don’t mind saying that 
Atlanta will have to wake up if she in- 
tends being as well represented in this 
building as some of her sister cities will be. 

“The plan that has been adopted by 
common ccnsent,”” corntinued Mr. Martin, 
“is for tne exhibits fromm the different cities 
and towns to be grouped, This plan has 
two important qualities in its favor: the 
digerent cities will get full benefit of the 
showing made by their industries, and, in 
the second place, exhibitors can employ and 
pro rate the expense of one good man t» 
look after’ all the exhibits coming from 
the same city or locality. This plan will 
enable us to secure exhibits from many 
manutacturers who could not otherwise 
entcr into the scheme on account of the 
exp@se.”’ 

Mr. Martin says that he is making an 
effort to secure exhibits of all the special 
industries of the state, the idea being to 
riake a comprehersive showing of every 
line cf manufacture that is being success- 
fully conducted in Georgia. 

Atlanta manufacturers should not need 
urging to take advantage of this splendid 
opportunity. FPeyond uwuuestion it is. the 
most important move yet made to set at 
rest the question of our ability to manu- 
facture successfully in the south. This 
iarge buildirg, one of the largest om the 
greunds, filled with everything that our 
people need in the way ot manufactures, 
amd not an article in the building made 
beyond the borders of the state, will give 
better evidence of our progress and pros- 
perity than could be furnished by any 
other method, no matter what the expendi- 
ture. 

It is safe to say that this building will 
be one “Or the ‘‘talked of’’ features of the 
expcsition, The enterprise of our manu- 
facturers will be discussed all over the 
country, and that meals direct and perma- 
nent benetit to them az.d to the state. 

Atlanta must see.to it that her industries 
have preper and prominent representation 
in this building.

THEORIES ABOUT CRIME, 
Expressed by Famous Novelists—WMar- 
der on the Stage. ‘ 

Some recent horrible murders, together 
with the newspaper discussions concerning 
lynching, have called to mind the different 
theories about crime advanced by some 
famous novelists. 

Wilkie Collins, Charles Reade, Eugene 
Sue, Victor Hugo and other masters of fic- 
tion, made a study of crime for profession- 
al purposes. They visited prisons and peni- 
tentiaries, attended criminal trials and 
pasted the printed accounts of these in the 
scrapbooks from which, they drew much of 
the material for their novels. 

Charles Reade held that the perpetrators 
of cruel and deliberate crimes were mon- 
sters—creatures physically formed like men, 
but devoid of the moral sense that distin- 
guishes man from the brute. Such mone 
sters, he believed, should be speedily put 
out of the way of doing more devil’s work— 
killed, as one would kill a snake or a mad 
dog. There was probably no future for 
them. Does not the Bible say: ‘The sgul 
that sinneth (sin in its worst form, “no 
doubt) it shall die?’ 

Eugene Sue aiso believed that perpetra- 
tors of horrible and revolting crimes were 
jacking in moral perception. He held that 
they had no soul, but he believed that 
through long and solitary suffering a soul 
might possibly be developed, He did not 
believe in the death penalty; he would sub- 
stitute for it the penitentiary, and, in the 
worst cases, blindness. He wouid put out 
the eyes of thé monsters of crime. There 
could be ro form of punishment more terri- 
ble—more solitary. In his novel, ‘The Mys- 
teries of Paris,’’ he illustrates this idea. 

Wilkie Collins, in his story, “A Legacy of 
Crime,’ avows his belief that murderers 
are totally devoid of the moral sense that 
would produce a feeling of remorse ior 
crime. He says: 

‘Tt is my positfve conviction that the 
worst murders—those deliberately planned— 
are committed by persons absolutely de- 
ficient in that part of ihe moral organiza- 
tion which fecls. The night before they are 
hanged they sleep. On their last morning 
they gst a breakfast. Incapable of realiz- 
ing +t horror of murder, they are in. 
capable of. realizing the horror of death. 
Do you remem the last. murderer who 
was hanged here—a nobleman’s coachman, 

ho had killed his wife? ee, 3 
ad but two anxieties while he was 
yr execution, One was to. get’ his:

object that this exampie is taken from ine 
lower ranks of society. Well, but what do 
vou say to that clever American professor 
who committed a barbarous murder? in the 
interval between the crime and the discov- 
ery this professor gave a dinner party. At 
dessert time, the rogm was dar ened, a 
lurid blue light was K‘iudled; the murderer 
exhibited himself at the head of the table 
With a rope round his neck and his tongue 
lolling out of his mouth in humorous (7) 
imitation of a hanged man. No, no. these 
wretches are all alike. They are human 
creatures with the temperament of tigers.” 

The American professor who is here 
alluded to is Webster, who was executea 
years ago for the murder of Dr. Parkman. 
But Wilkie Collins is surely wrong in the 
motif he assigns for that horrible exhibi- 
tion at the dinner party, It was no proof 
that the murderer did not feel his guilt. 
Rather it proved that the constant sense of 


hansed in his coachman’s livery, 


| his crime and the fear of punishment had 


affected his imagination and unhinged his 
reason. His conduct was akin to that of the 
murderer in Poe’s “Tell-Tale Heart,’ 

It is a healthy sign of the times that mur- 
ders are barely tolerated on the stage, where 
once they were regarded, even by cultured 
audiences, as the most popular feature of 
the play. Of. course, Shakespeare’s great 
tragedies must be excepted. Their mission, 
perhaps, is still ‘‘to purge the soul with 
pity and terror.’ The ola Greek idea of an 
inexorable fate hangs over them, and litt2 
the slaying and the self-slaughter into thet 
mystic atmosphere of fatality. It is destiny, 
Which must be accomplishee. 

But no modern playwright would .dare 
imitate the wholesale murders that bring 
“Hamlet” to its lurid end, Tne modern audl- 
ence does not like to sup upon horrors, It 
very properly hissed Mrs. Langtry a few 
nights ago, when, as Nancy Sykes, she 
dragged herself across the stage_bespat- 
tered with blood. Charlotte Cushman, who 
created the part of Nancy Sykes, would 
have scorned such a claptrap aid to a 
realistic impersonation. 

The first time she played the part it had 
been assigned her by an unfriendly man- 
ager because he thought there “was noth- 
ing in it.” Charlotte‘tirst cried with morti- 
fication, then determined she would make 
the part have something in it. And she did. 
In the scene where .Mrs. Langtry resorted 
to blood, Cushman thrilled her audience by 
the horrible intensity: she threw into a 
single look, a single utterance. Genius 
has no need of. clap-trap. 

Is the modern imagination less robust 
than that of the last century? Has the 
modern capacity for intellectual enjoyment 
degenerated? So it would appear, if we 
compare theatergoers of today with those 
Who listened to Garrick and Macready and 
Mrs. Siddons. In spite of the great assist- 
ance to.realism afforded by the perfect 
Stage appointments and scenic effects of 
modern temples of the drama, we seem 
unable either to realize a play or to enjoy 
it as thoroughly as our ancestors did. 

The stage setting was very poor, even in 
the Drury Lane, yet we read that men 
paled and women sobbed when Sarah Sid- 
dons appealed to them as Desdemona, 
Cordelia or Lady Macbeth. I have seen 
Kleanor Duse—greatest of living actresses— 
play “Camille” to an attentive but unmoved 
audience.- Not one sympathetic drop enh- 
dangered the pearl powder on any fair one’s 
cheek. Is the world growing cold as it grows 
old, or ouly more self-contained? Or is it 
that the taste for tragic and emotional 
drama is dying out—-crushed under the 
p.rouettinge slippers of the light opera Dale 


-let and the Trilby toes of living pictures? 


helps to realistic acting were nil 
in the days of Shakespeare. The stage was 
a-platform of bare beards and the theater 
minus a roof for the most part. Changes 
of scene were indicated by the primitive 
device of a board with the name painted 
upon it. But as the historians of that time 
tell us, the want of elaborate and realistic 
scenery was abundantly supplied by the 
lively fancy, imagination and con- 
centrated interest’ of the spectators. 
Certainly the imagination must have 
been strong when it permitted-no deficiency 
to bé felt in women’s roles played by men— 
sometimes, with masks over their faces; 
sometimes With beards mutfled under a lace 
ruff. There were no women actors in the 
time of those early theaters—the Rose, ine 
Hope and the Swan. The glory of the fe- 
male star with her costumes and her ¢ca- 
prices, her diamonds and her devices was 
unknown to that benighted period, Queer, 
isn't it, that the divine Will never saw his 
Juliet played by a woman? If only he eould 
have had a premonition of Adelaide Nils- 
son!

Southerners in Northern Prisons. 

Editor Constitution: In a recent number 
of The Constitution I read with much in- 
terest an article Siving the best of reasons 
why a United States penitentiary should 
be established in the south, and that At- 
Atlanta was a most suitable location, Havy- 
ing been a resident of Ohio for many years, 
and being well acquainted with the climate 
aS well as the management of the Ohio 
penitentiary, I truthfully vouch for 
your reasons why this prison is unfit for 
Southern prisoners. in my visits to the 
prison I made a study of the different 
grades of criminals and also the effect it 
had on their system physically. It is very 
Seldom you find a prisoner from the south 
tnat is not a pitiful sight in the extreme 
cold weather. in October last I called at 
the prison on my way to Atlanta, and 
through the kindness of Warden James 
Was permittéd to see Lewis) Redwine. I 
had never met him before and did not 
know him, of course, when he came down 
to the office. At first sight I saw he had 
taken already the prison bleach, which oe- 
curs to prisoners from the north in about 
a year. Even at that time prison life was 
making inroads on his health. I naturally 
supposed he entered the prison with a 
weak constitution and the reports of his 
present condition are not in the least sur- 
prising. If Atlanta will take the matter 
in hand and push her claims there is but 
little doubt that she will secure the 
prison. it is but a question of time .when 
the Ohio prison wil refuse to take them on 
account of the lack of room, and a new 
prison wiil be selected or one built in the 
‘south. Such an institution would be 
worth hundredg of thousands of dollars 
annually to the business of the city. All 
that is necessary to secure the location 
here is a proper effort to be made. The 
influence of the entire western states will 
lend its aid to Atlanta. M.

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“ARP IN FLORIDA. 


Corn Is Now Growing Where Orange 
Orchards Were. 


TRUCK FARMING IS fVERY 


Floridians Preparing for the Expositjon. 
The Plant System Arranging 4~ 
Grand Exhibit. 


I don’t see any difference in the weathqr 
here at Sanford and at home in nort 
Georgia. It is a delightful spring every- 
where down south. The ride from Jack- 
sonvile here was pleasant—no heat, no 
dust and the scenery along the way was 
lovely. Of course I missed the orange 
groves but I never saw greener trees or 
brighter flowers or more luxuriant grass. 
The cattle were all fat and the corn was 
on a boom. It was in the silk and tassle 
and higher than I ever saw corn in Florida. 
It was planted on the ground of the old 
orange groves that had been fertilized and - 
shaded for years and will make a fine 
crop. Vegetables and watermelons have 
also been given a place in many of these 
old groves, and so something wil be made 
out of the great disaster. Most of these 
groves have been cut down and from many 
of the stumps new sprouts are growing— 
growing from the standards but none from 
the budded trees. They are all killed root 
and branch, and [ don’t care much. I have 
an idea that we have been dwarfing our 
fruit trees too much in the last twenty 
years. The old standard peach trees in 
Georgia have gone. We boys used to climb 
to their high tops and gather great, big 
yellow peaches that had a nipple on the 
end. They were red and yellow and juicy. 
And there were large, round white ones 
called English peaches, and there were 
old-fashioned Indian peaches that you 
couldn’t eat without having the juice ‘to 
run down the corners of your mouth. And 
there were small, pinkish clearstones that 
we pealed for cream and sugar. And there 
were the white October clearstones that 
were almost as good*-what has become of 
all. these standard varieties? The Elberta 
is fine, I know, but it strains the little 
trees to bear them and makes them short- 
lived. An old-time peach tree was good for 
twenty years but these budded ones give 
out in ten. 
trees: they are short-lived and they can't 
stand a freeze. I rode out to see the re- 
mains of the famous Speer grove and was 
surprised to see the trees sending up tall, 
vigorous shoots from near the roots. The 
tops are all dead, but in two years these 
shoots will be bearing fruit. That Speer 
grove of five acres has given a net income 
of $7,000 a year for twenty-five years, and 
it may do it again. Florida is not dead 
by a good deal. Business is very dull here 
in Sanford, but the people are not 
hacked as bad as they were three 
months ago. Almost everybody 
has found something to do. Truck farming 
is going on and the river Its etill full of 
(sh. The workshops of the railroads Keep 
tundreds of hands busy and their wages 


maintain many families. There are still 
many wealthy people here and near here 
who had other properties besides orange 
groves and so trade and traffic go on in 
a limited way an4d Sanford is still one of 
the prettiest towns in Florida. I have not 
heard a word about politics or silver or 
:old since I've been here—and I don’t dare 
to introduce the subject. Judge Welborn 
said I had better not. .I was in Texas when 
the Hoge and Clark excitement Was. up 
and one day a drummer on the train rose 
up and said: ‘‘Gentlhemen, I rise to make 
a motion, I move that the first man who 
mentions Hogg or Clark in .this car shall 
be put ¢ the train. The motion got half 
a doze seconds and was carried tumultu- 
ously./ Very soon another drummer. asked 
another tor some tobacco and he 
half of it and put it in his pocket. The 
drummicr said, ‘Well, I wouldn't make 4 
‘hog’ of myself,” and they had liked to 
have put him off for that. L wish the 
newspap¢rs would let us ail rest a month 
or two. /It is too soon—there is no election 
in sight 

But I d& hear a good deal of talk about 
the expositfom, Florida will be on hand 
with a full display of her wonderful re- 
scurces. J witnessed preparations of 
the Plant system today. They have begun 
on a magnificent scale.

Ponce de Leon discov- 
ered it on Laster Sunday, which in Spanish 
is ‘‘Pasqua Florida,’’ or the teast of flow- 
ers. With its 1,200 miles of coast and its 
balmy breezes that are ever breathing-- 
breathing gently from the gulf to the 
Atlantic or the Atlantic to the gulf—it 
seems to have been created by a kind prov- 
idence as a saniturmum for this great na- 
tion. Blassed are the sick who come here. 
Would that all could come, but human 
destiny is still the sanie as it was 1800 
years ago, There are still some who, when 
the healing waters are troubled by the 
angel, have nobody to carry them down 
to the pool. Now, it is a strange, mysterious 
fact that for a month and more [I have 
had a distressing cough that racked me day 
and night and no medicine would relieve 
me.

We shall pursue th 
members of the council in a friendly way, 
of course, to the last trench and shall not 
rest until they come to our aid. Where 
there is a will there is a way, and while 
we do not see our way clear right how, 
something will come yet and then we will 
begin on the building not to stop again.” 
What Mr. Inman Says. 

Mr. Inman, chairman of the finance com- 
hittee of the city council, does not think 
that the prospects are so bright and is of 
the opinion that there will be no work 
done this year. 

“The board of education’ he 
“thought there would be no trouble in puss- 
ing the bonds. They said the people were 
clamoring for the completion of the Boys’ 
High school. There was only one way io ce- 
cide this question, and that was for the. 
people to say whether they really did want 
it as bad as the board thought. 

“The people did vote and killed the bonds. 
That, so far as | can sce; settled the ques- 
tion. We have no funds to use on the build- 
ing and can do nothing without money. 
I do not see how we can do anything this 
year.”’ ; 

About $5000 have been expended on the 
building and unless something is done to 
protect the foundation and the lumber how 
on the ground a large amount of this 
money will be lost.
